Lull in the Fighting Taken 
to Mean That Germans 
Are Massing For Supreme 
Effort to Break Through. 


Washington, April 23.—A vehement 
attack upon President Wilson and some 
of the members of his official family 
by Senator Sherman, of Illinois, re- 
publican, marked the last day of un- 
limited debate in the senate on the 
Overman bill, which would give the 
president general powers for reorganiz- 
ing government agencies during the 
war. 

In a long speech opposing the meas- 
ure and asserting that the executive 
had not used properly authority al- 
ready possessed, the Allinois senator 
criticized particularly Secretaries Ba- 
ker and Wilson, Postmaster General 
Burleson and George Creel, chairman 
of the committee on public informa- 
tion. He declared the president had 
surrounded himself with socialists and 
that he should “scatter the bunch of 
economic fakers and howling dervish- 
es” now in office. 

Senators Ransdell, of Louisiana, and 
McKellar, of Tennessee, democrats, 
spoke for the bill, urging that many 
departments are working at cross pur- 
poses under the present peace time 
system and that “red tape” must be 
eliminated if maximum results are 
be obtained. Sinmce the president will 
be held responsible for success of the 
nation’s war effort, said Senator Rans- 
dell, he should be given the authority 
he thinks necessary.

GAINS FOR BRITISH 
TO EAST OF ROBECOQ 
AND NEAR ALBERT 


With the British’ Army in France, 
April 23.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The fighting continued yesterday in the 
region of Aveluy wood near Albert. 
The British advanced their line south 
of the wood some 250 yards along a 
front of 1,000 yards, thereby improv- 
ing their position. Otherwise there 
was little change in the situation yes- 
terday or last night. 

Despite the infantry inactivity there 
has been little easing of the tension for 
every one realizes that heavy fight- 
ing is impending. The artillery on both 
sides has shown considerable activity 
at various points in the last 24 hours, 
the Germans paying especial attention 
te Ypres, Kemmel and Nieppe forest, 
which they shelled with gas projectiles. 


London, April 23.—The British gain- 
ed ground today east of Robecq, ac- 
cording to Field Marshal Haig’s report 
tonight, and improved their position 
around Meteren’: Numerous prisoners 
were captured. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“In local fighting east of Robecq re- 
ported this morning, another minor op- 
eration having as its object the im- 
provement of our line in this sector was 
earried through to complete success. 
In addition to a gain of ground, we cap- 
tured 120 prisoners and a number of 
machine guns. 

“We also improved our position 
slightly early this morning in the 
neighborhood of Meteften and*secured 
several prisoners and four machine 
guns. 

‘The hostile artillery developed con- 
siderable activity early in the morning 
with gas shells in the Villers-Breton- 
neux sector.”

German Destroyer Damaged. 


“A certain amount 6f damage, the 
extent at present unknown, was done 
by gunfire and torpedo attack on an 
enemy destroyer and other craft lying 
at the Mole. Coastal motor boats re- 
port having torpedoed an enemy de- 
stroyer which was trying to escape 
seaward. 

“One‘of the two old submarines gain- 
ed its objective and destroyed the pil- 
ing approach to the Mole. 

“Storming parties from the Vindictive 
and the ferryboats attacked under an 
extremely heavy fire and fought with 
the greatest gallantry, maintaining 
their position alongside the Mole for 
an hour and causing, it is believed,

ties on the Mole were the enemy forces 
holding it and the battery upon it, as 
well as the destroyer and submarine 
depots and the large seaplane base 
upon it. 

“After re-embarking their landing 
parties, the aforesaid three vessels 
withdrew.: This attack primarily was 
intended to engage the attention of the 
garrison on the Mole, thereby allowing 
the block ships to enter the harbor. 

‘The casualties to the personnel, as 
we had expected in a hazardous adven- 
ture of the kind, were heavy in pro- 

ortion to the number of men engaged. 

p to today the British losses reported 
are one destroyer sunk by gunfire and 
two coastal motor boats and two 
launches missing. 

“We have sufficient information to 
show that the entrance to the Bruges 
canal probably was sufficiently block- 
ed, that material damage was done and 
that the greatest credit is due to all 
ranks for their gallantry.” 

Chief U-Boat Bases. 

The ports of Ostend and Zeebrugge, 
on the Belgian coast, are the principal 
bases for the operations of submarines 
in their campaign against shipping in 
the North sea and the English channel. 
They are of great importance to the 
Germans for this purpose, and it has

MAPS OF COUNTIES 
OF GEORGIA NEEDED 
FOR CAPITOL WORK 


Thirty-four Georgia counties are not 
represented by maps in the archives 
of the state of Georgia, kept by the 
secretary of state. Five counties are 
represented by incorrect maps, while 
maps of four counties have been worn 
out and are almost uesless. 

This is part of the data gathered to- 
wether by the late Philip Cook, secre- 
tary of state, whose official report for 
1917, making recommendations to the 
legislature, came from the printers 
this week, 

“IT earnestly urge the appropriation 
of sufficient funds at least for official 
maps of the eleven new counties in the 
state,” wrote Mr. Cook, in particular. 

There are no official maps of any of 
the new courties recently laid out by 
act of the general assembly. These in- 
clude Ben Hill, Jeff Davis, Jenkins, 
Stephens, Tift, Toombs, Turner, Can- 
dler and Evans counties, while the 
county lines of Appling, Berrien, Bul- 
loch, Burke, Coffee, ecatur, Dooly, 
Emanuel, Franklin, Habersham, Irwin, 
Montgomery, Screven. Thomas, Wilcox 
and Worth are affected as well. 

“For about thirty years,” says the re- 
port, “no provision has been made to 
pay for repairing maps damaged by 
constant use and for replacing those 
entirely worn out. Of the maps of the 
137 counties in the state six are en- 
tirely worn out and gone, about thirty 
so badly worn that unless immediate 
attention is given them it will be im- 
possible to make correct copies of 
them, and about 100 are still service- 


able.

Address of Noyes. 

The address of Mr. Noyes, inaugurat- 
ing the speaking, follows:

“The vital question as to whether 
the allies can Tnold a battle line until 
the man-power of the United States 
can be thrown decisively into the com- 
bat is now being determined. 

“In this world crisis it is but natu- 
ral that the strain of anxiety should 
be shown in impatience over delay in 
bringing our great man-power into the 
conflict—whether such delay be avoid- 
able or inevitable in the surrounding 
conditions.

in their allotted work by destructive 
or ill-informed criticism. Let each of 
us ask of himself this question: ‘Am 
I, myself, doing all I can to bring vic- 
tory to my country?” 

“Tt is well to remember in this con- 
nection that it is to no one of us that 
the nation has committed the command 
of its army and its navy and that no 
dissatisfaction on the part of any or 
all of us can transfer that command 
to other hands. 

“Our part is to loyally help the com- 
mander-in-chief, in whatsoever degrees 
is possible to each of us individually, 
to the full accomplishment of the lofty 
aims he has so greatly voiced for us. 

“Tf honest, constructive criticism will 
help to this end, utter it. 

“Tf in the slighest degree you can 
expedite our -preparations for war,

Dr. Andrew Soule Issues State- 
ment Showing How Supplies 
Can Be Obtained. 


To provide for household preserv- 
ing and canning, Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
federal food administrator for Georgia, 
today promulgated the following Plan 
and order for obtaining sugar, under 
certificate, in the amount of 25 pounds 


at one time: 
To County Food Administrators: 

Unde the due execution of the certificate 
below, permission may be given to any per- 
son in your county to buy at one time not 
to exceed twenty-five (25) pounds of sugar 
for canning and preserving purposes. You 
should instruct all merchants of your coun- 
ty that under no circumstances must sugar 
be sold in larger quantities than five pounds 
to city and ten pounds to country custom- 
ers—without the execution of this certifi- 
cate. Any violation of this rule, or failure 
to have a certificate in writing for each sale 
made for canning and preserving purposes 
will be cause for denying such merchant 
permission for the sale of. sugar in any 
quantity. 

The certificate should be carefully pre- 
served by the merchant selling the sugar, 
who should make a record in a book of the 
date, name of purchaser and amount pur- 
chased, and at the end of each week the 
certificate should be mailed to the county

Desiring to purchase sugar for immediate 
canning and preserving purposes, I hereby 
pledge myself to use such sugar exclusively 
for such purposes and under no circum- 
stances to sell or loan the same, Permission 
is sought to buy pounds from

I hereby certify that the above amount of 
sugar was this day sold by me for use by 
the above purchaser for preserving and can- 
ning purposes only, and I further certify 
that I have reason to believe that such 
sugar will not be used otherwise than in 
accordance with the regulations of the U. S. 
food administration. 


Signature of retailer. Addres of retailer. 

Under no circumstances must more than 
twenty-five pounds of sugar be sold on this 
ceftificate or to any purchaser at any one 
time, No retailer shall sell to the same 
customer on additional certificate until he 
has satisfied himself that the permission ob- 
tained in previous certificates has not been 


abused. 
This crtificate will not be furnished by 


the food administration, but must be fur- 
nished by the dealers.

WHAT IT MEANS. 
When Ralph E. Glover, of Richmond, V4., 
owner of 65 feet of frontage on Whitehall 
street, became aware that a movement was 


on foot to repave that thoroughfare, he 
boarded a train and came to Atlanta to as- 
certain what was expected of him as an 
abutting property owner, and to comply with 
the requirements, whatever they might be, 
withont a word of grumbling and without a 
moment’s delay. 

He was told that the property owners 


one-third of the cost of the proposed work, 
and nothing more. Mr. Glover’s only com- 
ment was:— | 


“If the whole charge of the work was 
to be levied against the property owners, 
I would say to you, ‘Go ahead with the 
paving, and send me the bill.’” 

When a non-resident property owner 
goes to the expense and inconvenience of 
journeying from Richmond to Atlanta solely 
to obligate himself to help pay for an At- 
lanta public improvement, it means some- 
thing; and it means vastly more when he 
Says that he would still be favorable to the 
improvement, even were the entire expense 
of it—instead of only one-third—to devolve 
upon the property owners. 

It means, first of all, that the property 
owner in question is a business man—one 
whose business judgment takes him far be- 
yond the profit accruals of today; one who 
realizes that whatever helps all helps him; 
one who appreciates values and knows 
whence comes the value of his property, and 
one who also appreciates the beneficence of 
the protection that the city gives to his 
property and his property rights, and that 
he is thankful and willing to rec{procate. 

It means that he {is alert to the fact that 
his Whitehall street property’s value con- 
sists largely in “unearned increment”—that 
is to say, it is valuable because of, and in 
proportion with, the value of other property 
on the same street and the number of people 
who use the thoroughfare fronting it. And 
he knows, therefore, that if the street is 
permitted to deteriorate traffic will be forced 
in time to avoid it, and the value of abutting 
property will decrease in exact ratio with 
the decrease in the public employment of the 
street. 

Commenting upon Mr. Glover’s attitude, 
Henry L. Collier, superintendent of construc- 
tion, expressed the wish that this Virginian 
“could be induced to make Atlanta his 
home.”

Colored Doctor Urges His 
People Save Time and Money 


Editor Constitution: As I go about among 
the colored people of this section I find 
éverybody, old and young, aware of the 
fact that’ we are at war; but they speak of 
it as though it is only the business of our 
soldiers and sailors to do the fighting, for- 
getting that they have a fight on their hands 
to help raise money to pay and support the 
soldiers and sailors. So few people seem 
to fully realize the seriousness of the situ- 
ation. 

We must furnish men and equipment for 


our own armies abroad. We must help to 
furrtish supplies for our allied armies. We 
must raise sufficient crops to feed our own 
armies and our people at home; and enough 
to help feed the armies of our allies, for the 
reason they have not béen able to give suffi- 
cient attention to food production for three 
years to supply themselves and their armies, 
We must aleo remember that a large por- 
tion of foods and supplies have been de- 
stroyed, and we must strive to fill up that 
deficiency by planting large crops. 

So few people seem to fully catch the 
gravity of the situation that there needs to 
be an awakening along this line ftom the 
“big house to the kitchen,” from the man- 
sion at the side of the big road to the log 
cabin far up in the hills. It should be taught 
that this is the gigantic fight of every 
American, whether he or she be at the front, 
in Y. M. C. A. work, Red Cross work, trench 
work, stevedore work or at home engaged 
in the war activities of raising money by 
selling war savings stamps, Liberty Bonds 
or working in the fields and gardens. Let 
us give our whole self to our country in this 
crisis wherever it may call us. 

Let us spend al) our time in laboring for 
ourselves and our country. There are some 
ten or more colored fraternal societies in 
this and other states that will hold their 
grand lodge sessions this summer; making 
a minimum estimate, there will be in at- 
tendance not less than ten thousand persons; 
this means ten thousand persons absent from 
their work in this state for three days, which 
is equal to thirty thousand idle days or 
thirty thousand persons idle for three days 
or a little more than nine years’ time. That 
is lots of time to be lost at this critical 
morfent. 

Of course, some of these institutions 
must meet; it is very necessary their busi- 
ness be looked after, but they should do 
their businésa in as short time as possible so 
as to save all the time and money they can. 
The manufactories, fields and homes need 
and the government needs the 


good interest, that you can spare.

There come days even now when Berlin 
seems the capital of a cheerful nation. 
Crowds assemble before postera announcing 
the latest war news. German flags are 
everywhere along with a few Austrian, 
Turkish and Bulgar flags. Soldiers in the 
street sing “Die Wacht am Rhein” or 
“Deutschland uber Alles.” But what a dif- 
ference between now and the days earlier in 
the war! 

Then the crowds before the posters were 
tumultuous and jubilant and filled with hap- 
py wonder. Their feelings now reflect hopes 
of peace, 
flags spontaneously; now they put them uP 
because commanded to in an official procla- 
mation, and next morning you see astonish- 
ingly few flags. As for “Die Wacht am 
Rhein” and “Deutschland uber Alles,” the 
soldiers sing because their officers require 
them to do so. 

Machine-Made Loyalty. 

Machine-made loyalty replaces the old 
spontaneous loyalty. Enthusiasm is dead. 
When Russia collapsed there was no out- 
burst of martial hilarity; instead there was 
a general sigh of “Thank God, this brings 
peace so much nearer!’ 

Berlin itself looks war weary. Despite the 
volunteer labor of students, boy scouts and 
women, its streets are no longer clean. Be- 
cause of the.oil shortage, buildings lack 
paint. Because of the labor shortage, they 
lack repairs. Because horses are scarce you 


see families moving their worldly goods in | 


pushcarts. Because of the nickel shortage, 
iron coins are in use. Because of the gold 
shortage and the government's demand for 
gold, you see iron watch chains and iron 
finger rings inscribed “I gave my gold for 
iron,” and your dentist tells you he cannot 
obtain gold for fillings. Because of the food 
shortage, long files of women with cards 
wait outside the food shops And so it goes— 
everywhere reminders that war involves 
privation for Germany, and that the longer 
the war lasts the more grueling will be the 
privation. Beggars increase and multiply. 


Showy Depressing Posters. 


Perhaps in the minds of militarists and 
aristocrats the war is a war of magnificent 
conquest even now, but government posters 
avoid figuring it as such, and instead you 
read, “Help the fatherland to win; we are 
surrounded by a world of enemies.” Depress- 
ing posters they seem. Nevertheless they ap- 
peal to the feelings of a populace fighting 
not bécause it wants to any longer, but 
solély because it feels that it must. 

I thought posters representing the iron 
fist considerably less tactful, as the Ger- 
man masses are ceasing to think of the 
enemy when they behold that iron fist and 
are rapidly coming to recognize that they 
themselves are held fast within its brutal, 
inexorable grip. . 

The streets of Berlin by no means lack 
animation in war time, if by animation you 
mean a great stir of strolling multitudes. 
But of what are the multitudes made up? To 
some slight extent of shopkeepers neglect- 
ing their shops. As the demand for every 
sort of goods far exceeds the dismally re- 
duced supply, dealers know that what is not 
sold today can certainly be sold tomorrow. 

And to an ever-increasing extent the 
streets are filled with wounded soldiers. You 
see shattered wrecks being moved about in 
wheel chairs. You see legless men in carts. 
You see children leading blind men. Then, 
too, there are always many soldiers tempo- 
rarily released from active service. They 
appear nervous, with now and then among 
them a fellow who twitches and shakes. 

Many Young Men Seen. 

In the streets of Berlin one notices large 
numbers of young men who to all appear- 
ances should be wearing the field gray and 
are not. On inquiry, however, one learns 
that some are government clerks and offi- 
cials, some discharged from the army, some 
found unfit for it at the beginning, some 
recovering from wounds, and many home 
furlough, and occasionally wearing 
civilian dress. Many more are foreigners 
from neutral countries. 

Another question Americans keep asking 
“Did you see any of those dreadful

What does 
exist is the factory that makes oil from 
dead animals. As the name for this sort of 
factory is a long composite word that in- 
cludes the word “cadaver,” people outside of 
Germany unintentionally mistranslated it. 
Hence the legend. But in German “cadaver” 
means the body of a dead animal, never the 
body of a dead human being. 

Germans writhed when the legend got 
back to them. Not realizing that the whole 
yarn rested on an innocent enough failure 
to understand a German term, they charged 
it up to malice. The German government 
made much of this, saying, in effect: “You 
see what vile enemies we have. They will 
stoop to anything when they accuse us of 
such vile things as this. Do you want to 
make peace with them? Fine masters you 
will gain if you do!” This sort of talk deep- 
ened the feeling that had already changed 
foreign names to German names, 


Names Changed to German. 

Elevators are ho longer “lifts.” The Pic- 
cadilly yestaurant no longer bears its British 
designation. Such signs as “Modes,” “Con- 
fiserie”. and “Coiffeur” have been painted 
over into German, In August, 1914, the Cafe 
Americain became the Cafe America. In 
April, 1917, it changed again. 

A placard in a barber’s window reads: 
“Down with the English mustache! Have a 
German mustache!” But, while the placard 
faithfully exemplifies the principles of war- 
ring Germany, you observe that in certain 
respects those principles are anything but 
consistently lived up to. Berlin still applauds 
Italian opera. Every week Berlin applauds 
Shakespeare. When Rodin died, the Berlin 
papers said: “Here was a consummate sculp- 
tor—French, to be sure, yet we are broad 
enough to overlook that.” 

But meanwhile those Berlin papers are 
narrow enough to overlook many an 0Oc- 
currence of tremendous news value. It was 
only om my return home that I learned of 
the great mutiny aboard German warships, 
and while in Germany it was generally by 
word of mouth that I learned of commotions 
in the reichstag. The papers seldom referred 
to them. Very little gets printed that could 
dampen the war spirit. 

Hindenburg Portraits Everywhere. 

The immense wooden statue of Hinden- 
burg and the pfofusion of his portraits 
everywhere and the countless postcard rep- 
resentations of Hindenburg and the Ger- 
man emperor unite to stimulate hero wor- 
ship, but fail to revive the declining war 


spirit. Although children still wear caps

marked “Emden” or lette in honor of 
some submarine captain an preside over 


battles between toy German soldiers and toy 
English or French soldiers, grown Germans 
of all but the militarist class detest the war 
and yearn only for peace. 

Perhaps because recognizing the growing 
discontent and disloyalty among the masses, 
the German imperial government takes pains 
to preserve the magnificence of whatever di- 
rectly belongs to it. Palaces, departmental 
buildings, and all state edifices are lavishly 
kept up. They must have the look, at least, 
of prosperity; for the popular mind instinct- 
ively takes prosperity to mean power. 

It begins to appear, however, that the 
German mind can detest power and, instead 
of being too much overawed by magnifi- 


. cence, can detest that also. Just this is hap- 


pening in Berlin. While the splendor of gov-

THAT MAD DOG DELUSION. 

A long and very interesting letter has 
been sent in by a lady who was much 
amused and not a little annoyed by some 
suggestions we made as to the proper pro- 
cedure when a persons is bitten by a dog. 
We advised confinement of the dog under 
the observation of a veterinarian for two 
weeks; and if in that time the veterinarian 
discovers no sign of illness in the dog, there 
is nothing for the patient to worry about, 
but if the dog had rabies at the time of the 
bite he will surely present Symptoms before 
two weeks have elapsed, and the veterinarian 
can make the diagnosis, or if he is not posi- 
tive about it, the dog’s head may be exam- 
ined by a pathologist and the doubt removed. 

There are excellent and experienced phy- 


sicians who deny the existence of rabies in 


human beings. And there are at least as 


good authorities who have reported appar- 
ently positive cases in human deings, though 
it is only fair to say that we have no ab- 
solutely certain test by which the diagnosis 
of rabies in human beings can be clinched. 
As to the occurrence of rabies in animals, 
however, there can be no reasonable ques- 
tion, and for our part, if bitten by the most 
amiable and gentle of anfmals, at any time 
of year, we should prefer to follow out the 
procedure above described and be on the safe 
side, since no owner or lover of dogs can 
seriously object to the trifling inconvenience 
and expense involved when the dog has 
wounded anyone, no matter how slightly. 

The lady is satisfied that human rabies 
is nothing but popular hysteria propagated 
and excited by the foolish teaching of ig- 
norant physicians, political health depart- 
ments, etc. For all we know she may be 
right. Certainly human rabies, or serious 
and fatal illness so dfagnosed, is exceedingly 
rare. The lady is equally sure that imme- 
diate use of “peroxide” to destroy the germs 
or any germs in a wound caused by a dog- 
bite protects against any posgible infection, 
for she has often been bitten by dogs in 
their playful way, and she has never expe- 
rienced any trouble because he has taken 
such precaution. She has much more faith 
in peroxide than we have. We think it is 
rather harmful for any fresh wound, because 
it may force infection deeply into the tissues 
in its explosive ebullition: besides some 
germs can withstand peroxide, so it is an 
inferior antiseptic. We should prefer swab- 
bing immediately with tincture of iodine, or, 
better if medical attendance can be had, cau- 
terization of any such wound. 

In any case, it is a mistake to shoot the 
dog that bites you and delude yourself with 
the notion that the bullet, in some mysterious 
way, can alter the fact that you have been 
infected by any virus or germs implanted in 
the bite. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Meningitis. 

1. Can one have meningitis more than 
once? 2. Can you carry the germs six months 
or several years before the disease develops? 
3. Is it safe to admit visitors to the sick- 
room when the patient has meningitis? (J. 
B. 8.) 

ANSWER—1. Simple meningitis (inflam- 
mation of meninges or membrane covering 
the brain, may recur from different sources 
of ‘infection (through a running ear, sinus 
disease in nose, etc.) 2. Healthy persons in 
contact with a case of epidemic cerebro- 
spinal meningitis (caused by the Meningo- 
coccus, which is present fn secretions of the 
nose) are often discovered to be “carriers” 
of the germ without themselves having the 
disease. I cannot learn that an individual 
may harbor the germ in the nose months or 
years before he comes down with meningitis. 
8. There would be no risk of infection of or 
through visitors in the casé of simple men- 
ingitis or tubercular meningitis (infants), 
but visitors must be strictly excluded if the 
patient has epidemic cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis (“spotted fever,” “brain fever’’).

"Seen and Plaard

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)—The 
shake-up in the United States shipping board 
and in its general ally, the Emergency Fleet 
corporation, was foretold in this column 
three weeks before it occurred. Readers of 
The Constitution will recall that late in 
March I reviewed the work—the accomplish- 
ments and the mistakes—of these two war 
department auxiliaries, and declared then 
that a complete reorganization, the third in 
@ year, was scheduled, unless all the signs 
failed. It came just as I predicted—and in 
the exact shape and scope. 


The appointment of Charles M. Schwab 
to be director general of the fleet corpora- 
tion divorces the constructive and executive 
departments. Heretofore Mr. Hurley, who is 
an eminently qualified executive, with no 
practical experience in steel working, or the 
handling of great labor problems, or housing 
or any of the other gigantic propositions in- 
corporated in this tremendously important 
undertaking, had been carrying the whole 
load upon his shoulders, trying to do some- 
thing that he knew but Iittle about—and 
the inevitable resulted. How did I know it 
was going to happen? No other newspaper 
in the United States, so far as I know, made 
such a prediction. Merely a problem ot 
equasion. That is all. Something had to hap- 
pen. And nething else could happen. 

Director Schwab has gone to the bat in 
a close game. The grandstand and the 
bleachers are yelling yet. Fifty million of 
the one hundred million people in America 
have thrown their hats into the air and 
taken a new hope. For, after all, the ship 
problem, in a war waged across three thou- 
sand miles of water, is the one problem that 
is no less potent than that of the manpower 
to wage it. Ships! That is the Macedonian 
cry, and ships we will have—stee] ships, tor- 
pedo-proof ships, non-sinkable ships, the 
best ships to insure the safe and specdy 
transportation of our boys, and the supplies 
to feed and clothe them; and the maintenance 
of a merchant marine on the high seas of 
the world, in war or peace. 

Mr. Schwab has taken the whole fleet 
corporation to Philadelphia, to be in closer 
touch with some of the big yards and the 
supply depots. An army of fifteen hundred 
assistants, including division chiefs, Clerks, 
stenographers and so on, have gone along 
with him. He knows just exactly what to 
do and how to do it. By the wisdom of con- 
gress, despite the little band of obstruction- 
ists in the senate, he is clothed with author- 
ity to aet. Another instance of the presi- 
dent's wonderful foresight and judgment in 
seeking legislative authority that would 
permit action, and thus’ prevent delays and 
governmental cross-firing. , 

The fifteen hundred men and women in 
the Emergency Fleet corporation do not 
work for Charles M. Schwab, their chief; 
they work with him. And they work. This 
army of helpers will do twice as much in 
busy, commercial, industrial Philadelphia as 
they would in this city of bureaucratic clock - 


watchers.

COTTON COMPRESSION 
WILL COST MORE NOW 


Savannah Warehouse and 
Compression Company Al- 
lowed to Increase Rates. 


Increased rates for cotton compres- 
Sion were granted Tuesday by the 
state railroad commission on petition 
of the Savannah Warehouse and Com- 
pression company. 

The Savannah company, which has 
heretofore been furnishing lighterage 
to vessels and other service without 
extra charge, will continue that prac- 
tice under the increased rates. 

Its petition was of particular im- 
portance in view of the fact that no 
other compression incréases havé been 
granted and because the petitioning 
company is one of the few, if not the 
only, plant equipped for high density 
compression of cotton, which compres- 
sion, cutting down the bulk of ship- 
ments nearly one-half, saves both ex- 
pense and transportation facilities. 

The old price for ordinary compfres-~ 
sion was 50 centsabale. The company 
is now given permission to charge 80 
cents. The old price for high density 
compression was 76 cents. It will now 
be $1.20. 

In addition to the Savannah case, 
the commission granted an increase in 
rates to an electric utility, the Val- 
dosta Lighting company. Whereas 
this company has heretofore charged 
10 cents per kilowatt per hour for 
lighting, and a sliding scale of 6 cents 
to 2 cents for power, it will now charge 
12 cents for lighting and a scale of 7 
to 2% cents for power, the latter de- 
pending upon the type of installation. ;

The great 
importance of a scientific physical de- 
velopment has become an urgent neéces- 
sity to the nation and it is the purpose 
of this school to fit its students to 
become proficient teachers, either in 
civil life, e. g. instructors in schools, 
gymnasiums, athletic clubs, etc., or in 
devoting their time to the interests of 
the government.”

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A TEN-MILE HIKE KNOCKS ROMANCE 


Veterans F rom American Sector 
Arrive at Gordon to Train Men 


Lieutenant Laseter, of Mad- 
ison, Graduate of M’Pher- 
son, and Lieutenant Ho- 
meister, Graduate of Ogle- 


thorpe, Among Them. 
Graphic Stories of Trench 


Life Recounted. 


In the full uniform of American offi- 
cers in foreign service, with “Sam 
Brown” belts swung across their shoul- 
ders, service bars on their sleeves and 
heavy coats of tan as the result of 
their life in the trenches, three Ameri- 
can veterans from the sector held by 
our troops in France arrived at Camp 
Gordon yesterday to take up the work 
of instructing the forces here in the 
methods of modern warfare. 

A member of the contingent, which 
is the first to return from “over 
there,” is First Lieutenant William P. 
Laseter, a son of Mr. and Mrs. R. M. 
Laseter, whose home is at Madison, 
Ga. Lieutenant Laseter is a graduate 
of the first training camp at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, and for some years prior to 
entering the army was a resident of 
Atlanta, where he had many friends. 

The other officers are Lieutenants 
H. J. Homeister, machine gun, a grad- 
uate of the first training camp at Fort 
Oglethorpe, whose home is at Bowling 
Green, S. C., and Lieutenant B. C. Bid- 
dle, infantryman, of Winooski, Vt 
Three other American officers, fresh 
from the front lines, are scheduled to 
arrive here soon, it is understood. 

All Widely Experienced. 

Having had wide experience under 
General Pershing and having been test- 
ed under every known form of fire hy 
German gunners, the American officers 
have thrilling tales to tell of life in 
the American trenches. All have seen 
German prisoners brought back to the 
American lines by raiding parties, have 
witnessed the terrific storms of gas and 
shrapnel that the Huns hurl against 
the American sector and all have grown 
accustomed to the constant roar of hun- 
dreds of giant guns belching forth tons 
of steel night and day. 

“We can’t get used to the quiet 
here,” stated one of the officers. “We 
are used to a constant succession of 
terrific explosions and the effect of 
the change is indescribable.” 

Lieutenant Homeister also states that 
the Americans who are fighting the 
Huns are efficient and eager soldiers 
and that it is all the officers can do 
at times to restrain them from rushing 


eas ruses and tricks to gain a 
foothold on the American lines, all of 
which have been thwarted by our men 
and gunners. 

Hun Tricks Foiled. 

One of their favorites is to approach 
the American trenches shouting ‘““Kam- 
merad! Kammerad!” with their hands 
extended in the air in token of surren- 
der, and then pour a deluge of gren- 
ades on our men as soon as they get 
in striking distance. Needless to say 
this proved ineffectual. 

“The Germans are methodical fight- 
ers and are mean,” stated Lieutenant 
Homeister. “We have learned to fig- 
ure just when their bombardment will 
begin, and we strike it pretty closely. 
The Americans are taking care of 
themselves in France and many heroes 
are being developed among them some 
time in the course of only a moment. 

“We miss the trenches,” he added. 
“They are not death holes, as is the 
public understanding, and sometimes 
they grow to seem like home to the 
men. The support trenches are the 
most dangerous, for they are under 
constant fire by Hun gunners,” 

Just what will be the official con- 
nection of the new officers to Camp 
Gordon and its men has not yet been 
definitely decided. It is certain that 
they are here for training purposes, 
but until the future of the camp is set- 
tled it cannot be said that they will 


instruct men or officers with any de- 
gree of certainty.
